Tho basis ot all good' upholstered furniture is the frame 
construction. The most elaborately-built house will founder if 
it is built on faulty foundations, and in thp same manner good 
furniture can not be built on a poorly-made frame. 

The wood must be straight-grained, kiln-dried, and of suf¬ 
ficient thickness. All joints require proper dowelling, glueing 
and every corner should be thoroughly corner-blocked. Rails 
which suspend the spring construction should be extra heavy, 
and stretcher rails, between front and back rails, are required 
to carry the strain. Legs, whether permanently fastened, or 
of the screw-in variety, should rest with the shoulder of the 
frame rails and not only supported by a corner block. 

Once the fabric is applied and the bottom of the suite 
covered, the average individual can not make sure that the 
frame in the suite he selected is properly made. In order to 
ensure value for your money, always buy merchandise made 
by a known and reputable manufacturer — und watch that 
price tag! The cheapest merchandise may well prove the most, 
expensive in the end.

For Chronically 


Nursing Home Project 
Proposed By Government 


A comprehensive nursing home 
program, to meet the needs of 
those older Albertans who cannot 
efficiently be served by the active 
hospitals or the homes for senior 
citizens, has been proposed by the 
Hon. Dr. S. D. Ross, Minister of 
Health. < 

(At a recent meeting in Vullcan 
to discuss the proposed home for 
the aged to be built here nex t year, 
representatives of the provincial 
government intimated that Vulcan 
was one of the centres at which it 
is planned to buHd a nursing home, 
probably a 25-bed unit.) 

The program will be operated on 
a basis similar to that for the 
active treatment hospitalization 
plan introduced this year. These 
proposed nursing homes will be 
built with provincial funds, and 
operating costs shared with the 
province by patient and munici¬ 
pality. 

A survey by the Department of 
Health indicated between 2500 an.I 
3000 new beds may be required to 
care for the chronically ill. Pre¬ 
sent chronic hospitals provide 
about 500 beds and there may be 
more in private nursing homes of 
acceptable standards. 

Present plans call for erection 
of chronic hospitals in sizes of 
multiples of a basic 25-bed unit, 
according to area demand. The 
smaller units are deemed desirable 
to best maintain the high level of 


bedside nursing care necessary for 
patient welfare. 

It is proposed the* new units 
would be built closely adjacent to 
active treatment hospitals, so ser¬ 
vices of the latter such as X-ray, 
laboratory, laundry-diatary, might 
Lest be utilized. It is hoped the 
hospitals might be largely staffed 
by nurses aides, who are novy gra¬ 
duating from training schools in 
Edmonton and Calgary at the rate 
of 450 a year. 

lt is believed the hospitals can 
operate at between four and six 
dollars per patient day, with con¬ 
struction costs at between four 
td six thousand dollars' per bed. 
Co-insurance at $1.50 per day, 
which can be readily realized from 
(he old age pension available to 
the majority of patients, will likely 
be charged. A further levy of 
from one to one-and-a-half mills 
on equalized assessment would be 
asked of municipalities in which 
the homes are located. Residual 
operating cost will be borne by the 
province and capital costs paid by 
the province as will be done after 
Jan. 1, for active hospitals. 

Basis of locating these nursing 
homes has not yet been announced, 
but will depend on the presence of 
an active hospital, and a location 
that will be center of a major 
trading area with a population 
that will be large enough to pro¬ 
perly utilize the facility.
